' First Proof of Practice. 

The Probst case furnished the 
first definite proof of a practice 
said to be widespread, 
wealthy moonshiners employ men 
to go to jail in their »lace, the ac- 
tual offenders continuing their il- 
licit business or retiring on the 
profits. 

Thrée years ago this month, 
Probst was convicted before Juége 
Davis of operating the still. He 
continued at large under an ap- 
peal bond. When the appeal was 
decided against him, and he was 
due to go to Leavenworth, he of- 
fered Homoky, employed on one 
of two Madison County § farme 
owned by Probst. $500 to take his 
place. according to Homoky’'s con- 
fession. 

Homoky said Probst deposited 
$400 to his credit at a bank and 
agreed to pay the other $100 upon 
compietion of the sentence. Hom- 
oky then was escorted to the Mar- 
shai'’s office. where he announced 
he was “Arthur Davis.” Was ac- 
cepted as such. and taken, with 
other prisoners, to Leavenworth. 

Probst was a member of the St. 
LHuis police force from 1918 un- 
til 1921.

Every time police Avere called to 
quelli a disturbancé in the un- 


painted three-room cottage at 1641 
Sublette avenue, they made a mark 
on the side of the house to record 
their visit. 

“There must be 30 or 40 marks 
there now.” Policeman Charities 
Mikusch told the Coroner today. 
“T used to scratch mine on the 
wall with a nail. a bit of glass or 
whatever 1 could pick up in the 
yard.”’ 

The last mark was made yester- 
day afternoon after. Mrs. Lillian 
Johnson, 43 years oid, stabbed to 
death Frank H. Bowenkamp. 33- 
year-old stonecutter. whose love in 
the cottage was just one quarrel 
after another. 

Today Mrs. Johnson was held for 
homicide by a Coroner's jury. In 
1910 a Coroner’s jury exonerated 
her for shooting and killing a man.

Policeman Albert Rothman had 
been sent to the cottage so often 
Mrs. Johnson knew him by his 
nickname, “Abe.” An. hour after 
killing Bowenkamp, she _ surren- 
dered to Policemen Rothman and 
Mikusch, announcing: “Abe, I just 
finished Frank.” 

After a night spent at the Mount- 
ed Police Station, Mrs. Johnson, a 
worn iittle woman, appeared at the 
inquest with adhesive plaster on 
her lips, lacerated in her last 
quarrel. She gave her name as Lil- 
lian Bowenkamp, describing  her- 
self as the common-law wife of the 
stonecutter. Advised of her con- 
stitutional rights, she declined to 
add anything to a statement previ- 
ously made to police. 

Renewed Fight tn Morning. 

“Johnson is my maiden name,” 
she told police. “I took it back 
after my busband,. Fred J. Well- 
brook, died in 1913. Since then 
['ve been living with Bowenkamp., 
who knew my husband. 

“We had a fight Tuesday night. 
We had been drinking. He tost his 
head and struck me. we fell 
asleep, but renewed the fight in 
the morning. 

“We kept on fighting and drink- 
ing .until about 1 p. m. Frank 
picked up a chair and started after 
me. He missed me. I! had my 
potato paring knife and I stabbed 
him ‘near the heart. He fell on 
the kitchen floor.” 

Mrs. Johnson told how she had 
killed a stranger named Charles 
Martin. July 13, 1910. when she 
lived at 1914 Macklind avenue. 

“My husband, Wellibrook. a fa- 
borer, brought Martin home with 
him.? she said. “He was drinking 
and tried to attack me and my 
mother and my grandmother. We 
chased him away, but he returned 
the next day with a pistol and 
threatened to shoot us. I! had to 
shoot him in self-defense.”

SENATE COALITION

Final Action on Measure 
Now Considered Unlikely 
Until Long After Decem- 
ber Session Opens.

Upper House Votes for 
Basing Import Rates on 
Domestic Instead of For- 
eign Values. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3. — The 
Eenate today adopted an amend- 
ment to the tariff bill authorizing 
the Tariff Commission to convert 
the ad valorem rates in the meas- 
ure into duties based: on domestic, 
instead of foreign, value and report 
them to Congress for action by 
Jan. 1, 1932. Democrats opposed 
this amendment in the debate to- 
day. 

Opposition from Democrats was 


offset by support by Republicans | 


including Senator Norris (Rep.), 
Nebraska, who, with 12 other 
Western Republicans, combined 
yesterday with the Democrats to 
kill the Republican flexible tariff 
plan. No record vote was taken. 

The Senate also restored with- 
out a record vote a House amend- 
ment to authorize the President to 
have some Government agency in- 
vestigate and report to Congress on 
the practicability of some form of 
domestic value for assessment of 
percentage rates.

The Hawley bill as passed by the | 


House not only retains the flexible 
principle of the present law. but 
by providing that differences in 
competitive conditions and not 
merely differences in production 
cost, may be equalized by presi- 
dential fiat, greatly increases the 
power of the executive, 

Now comes the Senate, controlled 
for the moment by a combination 
of Democrats and Western Repub- 
licans and proposes completely to 
wipe out the authority of the Pres- 
ident to alter rates fixed by Con- 
gress. If the Senate’s view prevails, 
the Tariff Commission will contin- 
ue to make reports, as at present, 


but the extent of the President's 


power will be to transmit these re- 
ports to Congress, with his recom- 
mendations; he will no longer have 
the right to proclaim a new rate, 
50 per cent higher or 50 per cent 
lower, than congressional rate. 
There has thus been created be- 
tween the two branches of Con- 
gress, by the Senate's first signifi- 
cant roll call on the pending™ bil! 
a gulf that may never be bridged. 
Veto Also Possible. 


That is one of the possibilities 
in a situation increasingly com- 
plex.. Another is that the bili will 
go to the President. after a series 
cf compromises, and that he, find- 
ig its rate provisions unsatiésfac- 
tory. will veto it because of the 
removal of his power to make 
changes. Still another, of course. 
is the chance that the bill wil! be 
passed, with rates measurably sat- 
isfactory to the President, and be 
signed by him. 

In any event, the tariff issue now 
joined between the regular Re- 
publicans. on the one hand, and 
the Democratic-Western Republic- 
#n coalition, on the other. will not 
tLe settied.for. a long time. 

The rate provisions of the bill 
are yet.to be debated in the Sen- 
ate. and after the bill is passed by 
the Senate—if it is passed—vwill 
come a tong conference _ between 
the two houses. Hardly anybody | 
now expects a decision until weeka'| 
or months after the beginning of 
the regular session in December. 

Where the Coalition May Crack. 

The vote on the flexibie tariff 
shows that the Democrats and 
their Republican allies have it in 
their power if.they stick together, 
to tear the bil) to bits and put ft 
together again in a radically dif- 
ferent manner. But the vote must 
not be taken as a sure indication 


jthat they wili. do this. Changes 


will be made, of course. and the

DANISH CABINET 
PROPOSES DRASTIC

Would > Make the Army a 
“Watch Corps” and End

COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Oct. 
3.—A drastic disarmament pro- 
posal for Denmark was introduced 
in the Folketing today oy Minister 
of Defense Soren. Brorsen. 

It proposes to transf.?m the 
Danish army and navy into a 
“watch corps” and a “stite ma- 
rine,” respectively They would be 
charged with supervising the 
neutrality obligations ‘mprsed on 
Denmark under existing interna- 
tional agreements and taws. 

All Danish fortifications would 
be abolished and voluntars would 
replace compuisory m.litery serv- 
tee. Private militar, orga” zations 
would be forbidden ane volunteers 
ihree months 
after the bill tecame a lau. 

The watch corps is limited by 
the bill fo 1600 men and the State 
Marines to 32 vessels total.ng 13,-

Beam Thrown on Machine Turns 
Electric Switch; Siren Regu- 
lates Lamps.

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 3.—Sound 
and light were transformed into 
mechanical action at the banquet 
of the National Machine Tooi Ex- 
position here last night to illustrate 
their poasibilities in regulating 
traffic, aiding the aviator an4 per- 
forming ofher automatic functions. 

A beam of tight was thrown on 
a machine known as the “telelux,”

The contrivance. which was de- 
veloped by the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric and Manufacturing Co., utilizes 
two photo-electric cells. sensitive 
to the light beam. One of the celis 
is a selector. which progressively 
chooses any one of three operating 
circuits when light is thrown on it. 
The other cell is the operator 
which opens or closes the chosen 
circuit.

PENSION FUND OVER TO CITY 


Under New Law Money Will Be 
Administered by Comptroller 
and Trustees. 

With only one dissenting vote, 
about 50 representatives of approx- 
imately 1800 St. Louis policemen 
voted today to turn over to the city 
a fund of more than $650,000, sub- 
scribed by individuals and hereto- 
fore administered by the old Police 
Pension Association, 

Under the police pension iaw 
passed. by the last Legislature, the 
fund will be administered by 
Comptroller Louis Nolte, Lon

Board, and five trustees. Two trus- 
tees have been appointed by Mayor 
Miller to represent the city.

Dr. Stresemann had oeen con- 
fined to his bed. for several days 
with his old catarrhal trouble, but 
he got up yesterday to garticipate 
in the Reichstag debate on issu- 
ance of industria! insurance. a po- 
litical issue that threatened the 
coalition government which he 
personally held together. 

Prof. Hermann Zondek, persona! 
physician to Dr. Stresemann, attri»- 
uted his death to his complicte de- 
votion to duty despite illness and 
continual warnings he must let up. 
Dr. Zondek said he had ad- 
vised most emphatically against 
his going to The. Hague con- 
ference on reparations. He 
said althovgh Dr. Stresemann’s 
kidney trouble had improved con- 
siderably lately. his general con- 
dition showéd symptoms of weak- 
ness, with high blood pressure. 
Yesterday morning he was ordered 
to remain in bed, but Dr. Strese- 
mann said he felt fine and violated 
the order. Prof. Zondek said he 
had anticipated the paralytic stroke 
for 1wo years. 

Backbone. of Cabinet. 

Dr. Stresemann was regarded as 
the backbone of the Cabinet. head- 
ed by Dr. Mueller. and many say 
the, coalition cannot hold together 
without him. 

Political circles are discussing 
whether his death will. mean a ma- 
terial change in Germany's foreign 
policy, which. under Stresemann, 
has been one of co-operation with 
the League of Nations and recon- 
ciliation with Germany's old ene- 
mies, with honorable meeting of 
the. country’s Versailles treaty ob- 
ligations its cornerstone. 

Had it not been for Stresemann’s 
efforts during the tast few days 
the Mueller government might not 
have been able to survive the bit- 
ter wrangling on the industria! in- 
surance question.

BISHOP MURRAY 
FALLS DEAD Al 
CHURCH SESSION 


Head of U. S. Episcopalians 
Expires When Presiding 
Over House of Bishops at 
Atlantic City N. J.

ATLANTIC CITY. N. J.. Oct. 3. 
—Bishop John Gardner Murray, 
head of the Protestant Episcopal! 


Church in the United States, died 
at 1:35 p. m. today from a stroke 
of apoplexy during a meeting of 
the House of Bishops. 

The Bishop died close to the al- 
tar of St. James Church. where 
he presided this morning at the 
business session of the House of 
Bishops. Death came as he was 
about to announce adjournment 
for tunch. 

The Bishop had presided at the 
meeting since Monday. and had at 
no time complained of iliness. This 
morning, however, he expressed a 
desire to bring the sessions to an 
early close so that he might return 
to his home in Baltimore. 

First word of the stroke was 
brought out of the church by a 
Bishop, who ran across the stréet 
to the office of Dr. W. Biair Ste- 
wart. The doctor was not at home, 
and the Atlantic City Hospital was 
asked to send an ambulance, 

The stroke came about 1:10 and 
the Bishop was pronounced dead 
at 1:35 by the ambulance physi- 
cian. Mre. Murray was at her ho- 
tel, a few blocks distant at the 
time. 

The Rt. Rev. William Andrew 
Leonard. senior member of the 
House of Bishops, called a special 
meeting of the House in Washing- 
ton Nov. 13 to elect a successor to 
Dr. Murray. 

The Bishop's body was taken to 
Baltimore late today by his son,

Audit of Fleet Corpora- 
tion Discloses Losses to 


the Government.

Report Asserts That Some 
Purchasers Either Could 
Not or Would Not Meet

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Comp- 
troller-General McCarl reported to 
Congress today that the United 
States Shipping Board Merchant 
Fleet Corporation had sold ships 
“to irresponsible companies who 
Svidently would not or could not 
meet their obligations under the 
pontract."" This failure, he said, 
resulted in losses to the United 
Btates." ' : 

The statement was made in a re- 
port of an audit of the financial af- 
fairs of the corporation made by 
the Comptroller-General’s office. 

“Tt appears from the audit of 
sales of ships,“ the report said, 


“that in certain cases ships were 
wold at exceedingly low prices com- 
pared with their construction costs; 
that a successful bidder was grant- 
ed terms materially advantageous 
to him, which terms were not an- 
nounced in the advertisement for 
bids; that ships were sold to irre- 
sponsible companies, who evidently 
would not o- could not meet their 
obligations under the contract, 
which failures resulted in losses to 
the United States; and that in some 
cases one year and more elapsed 
between the date of sale and the 
date of making final] returns for 
the proceeds.” : 

Th Comptroller-General said 
“one of the main difficulties dis- 
closed by the audit is the apparent 
inadequate protection of the inter- 
ests of the Government in the fi- 
nancial transactions of the Fleet 
Corporation.” 

“The Fleet Corporation, at times, 
apparently,” he added, “loses sight 
of the great interest the Govern- 
ment has therein, which may be 
partiy due to the interwoven and 
intricate organizations of the 
Shipping Board and the Fleet Cor- 
poration.” 

Although no names of shipping 
companies were mentioned in the 
report, the Comptroller-General 
submitted a chart listing some of 
the sales of the corporation. One 
of the items listed covered the sale 
of seven tankers while under con- 
struction for $16,800,000. Of this 
amount, the report said, $3.840,000 
was received in cash and the rest 


in first mortgage notes. ‘These 
notes, amounting in March, 1922, 
to $13.493,706.72,” it continued, 


“were sold for $2,949,000 to an or- 
ganization closely allied to, if not 
actually affiliated with, the orig- 
inal purchaser.” 

Another item referred to the sale 
of five tankers for $8,437,500. Up- 
on non-payment, the report said, 
four were repossessed at Marshals’ 
sales costing the Fleet Corpora- 
tion $13,439. 

“The other was sold in the same 
manner and bought in by another 
company for cash in the amount 
of $248,823," the report asserted. 
“This amount, and $50,000, repre- 
senting interest paid on notes of 
original purchaser, is the only cash 
realized by the Fleet Corporation 
On this transaction. A balance of 
$5,381,554 due from the original 
purchaser was written off as un- 
collectable.” 

Discussing another transaction, 
the report said that one shipping 
line was transferred to a company 
which had‘ been operating it for 
the Fieet Corporation at a loss, 
The company bought the line for 
$2000 a vessel, or a total of 
$325,000, the report said, of which 
$28,674 had been received and the 
balance was covered by notes due 
in seven and a half years. Before 
the sale, the report added, a 10- 
year mail contract approximating 
$350,000 to $450,000 per year was 
Obtained by the purchaser. 

“Not only will the proceeds from 
the mail contract for one year 
more than provide for cost of the | 
line,” McCarl said, “but the Fleet 
Cerporation in conditioning the 
ships to pass a required clasifica-. 
tion is obligating itself for prac- 
tically one-half of the low price it 
is to receive for the vessel.”

Controversy Over Basing Duties on 
Domestic Values. 


A controversy arose today in the 
Senate over an amendment spon- 
sored by Republican members of 
the Finance Committee to change 
the time-honored custom of basing: 
ad valorem duties on foreign value 
of imports. <Assailing the provi- 
sion, Senator King of Utah, a Dem. 
ocratic committee member, said be- 
hind it lay a “scheme of American 
manufacturers to obtain a monopo- | 
ly of domestic markets and to cut 
off all importations.” 

Senator Reed of Pennsylvania. a 
Republican member of the com- 
mittee, who is the author of the 
amendnient, contended the present 
system discriminated in favor of 
countries with low labor costs and 
that the domestic value method 
would not cost the “honest im- 
porter an additional penny” of tar- 
iff. 

A slight increase revenue 
probably would result under the 
domestic value system, Reed added, 
but this would come only because 


in 


the full duty intended by Congress. 

Harrison Thrusts at Grundy. 
Assailing the domestic value plan, 
Senator Harrison of Mississippi, an- 
other minority member of the Fi- 
hance Committee, said it was the 
“entering wedge” to adoption of 
the American valuation method fa- 
vored by American manufactur- 
ers for 20 years. Under this sys- 
tem, passed by the House seven 
years ago but rejected by the Fi- 
nance €ommittee, the ad valorem 
rates would be based on the value 
of domestic articles similar to or 
comparable with foreign commodi- 
ties. 

Harrison criticised Reed for en- 
tertaining the proposal to have 
the President proclaim the 
converted rates when .the Tariff 
Commission completed its task and 
paid this was what Joseph R, Grun- 
dy, President of the Pennsylvania 
Manufacturers’ Association, would 
have done and would do today. 

Looking up toward Grundy, who 
was in the gallery, Harrison said 
the “adoption of this bill will be 
most pleasing to some of those in 
the galleries now; it is a choice 
morsel in the feast they are count- 
ing on here.”

VISITS SCENE OF 
ALLEGED ATTACK 


Manager of Theater Speaks 
to One of Jurors—He Is 
Arrested and Ordered 
Held for Contempt.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 3.— 
Details of the alleged assault made 
upon Eunice Pringle, 17-year-old 
Pantages 
were outlined to the jury by Dis- 
trict Attorney Buron Fitts today 
in the trial of the multi-millionaire 
theater man. 

Upon completion of the opening 
statements, the jury, comprising 
six men and six women, was taken 
to the secene of the alleged attack, 
the theater building which Pan- 
tages recently sold in disposing of 
part of his vaudeville holdings for 
$15,000,000. : 

Miss Pringle charges Pantages 
assaulted her last Aug. 9 when she 
went to his office to obtain a 
vaudeville engagement. 

. When the jury was taken to the 
theater H. E. Hollum, manager of 
the Pantages Theater, was arrested 
for speaking to a juror. Judge 
Charles Fricke, presiding at the 
trial, ordered him ‘held for con- 
tempt of court. The Judge said he 
saw Hollum speak to a juror. At 
the Sheriff's office Hollum said he 
merely happened to step from his 
office as the jury filed by and re- 
marked casually, “Too bad people 
don’t come earlier and avoid the 
congestion.” He said he was not 
aware Of whom he was addressing. 

Fitts announced the giri wouid 
take the stand as the second prose- 
cution witness, following question- 
ing of her mother, Mrs. Lou 
Pringle. 

After reciting the State's allega- 
tions of the attack, District Attor- 
ney Fitts said Wiss Tillie Russo, 
an usher at the Pantages Theater 
here. would testify that she saw no 
one enter Fantages’ private officés 
in the theater building with Miss 


‘Pringle the afternoon of Aug. 9, 


date of the alleged assault. 

This was in direct contradiction 
to the defense assertion at the pre- 
liminary hearing that Nick Dunhn- 
eav, a partner in the girl’s dance 
act, had accompanied her. 

Fitts declared the State had been 
unable to find the man who, the 
defense asserted at the hearing, 
had rushed into Pantages’ private 
office after the alleged attack and 
Miss Pringle to her feet. 

These declarations were met by 
the defense with the sttaement to 
the jury that the dance act which 
Miss Pringle said she was discuss- 
ing with Pantages at the time haa 
been rejected by the theater’ own- 
er because “‘the skit was too ob- 
scene.” 

The defense said it would show 
that, even after Pantages had re- 
fused to accept the act, . Miss 
Pringle remained about the theater, 
“sometimes staying until as late 
as 11 o’clock at night.” 

At the conclusion of its state- 
ments the defense said it hoped to 
show that “‘Nick Duneav, the aft- 
ernoon of the alleged attack, was 
seated in an attorney’s office in 
accordance with a pre-arranged 
plan between him and Miss 
Pringle, awaiting a telephone call 
from her. 

“The next day an attornew an- 
nounced he would file a $500,000 
damage suit for Miss Pringle 
against Pantages,” the defense said, 
“but he didn’t do it on the advice 
of the District Attorney that it 
would be beer o wai unil he crimi- 
nal rial was compleed.” 

Miss Pringle, her mother and 
her father, Dr. Lewis Pringle, ap- 
peared shortly before the opening 
of court. They were seated at a 
counsel table opposite that of the 
defendant. Miss Pringle was 
dressed in a blue suit with a white 
collar, wearing a hat to match, 
She appeared nervous, but appar- 
ently had recovered from a col- 
lapse at her home this morning. 

Acceptance of the jury came 
suddenly fate yesterday after the 
defense had exhausted 19 of its 
20 challenges and the State 15. The 
prosecution several times an- 
nounced the jury was acceptable 
but the defense was more cautious. 

As finally composed, the jury in. 
cludes two merchants, a salesman, 
a bookkeeper, a rancher and a 
farmer. All the women are mar- 
ried except one, who is a widow, 
A man and a woman were chosen 
as alternates.

SON OF CAFE MAN 
CHANCELLOR TWICE 


Dr. Gustay Stresemann, often 
called “the greatest post war states- 
man of Germany, was twice chan- 
cellor and five times Foreign Min- 
ister. He was born in Berlin May 
10. 1878. the son of a restaurant 
keeper. He showed promise as a 
boy and his father, at considerable 
sacrifice, sent him through the uni- 
versities of Berlin and Leipsic. He 
specialized in economics and po- 
litical science. 

After leaving college in 1901 he 
hecame assistant to the general 
secretary of the Association of 
German Chocolate Manufacturers. 
Two years later he was chosen 
general secretary of the League of 
Saxon Industrialists. 

From this vantage point he made 
his jump into politics, affiliating 
with the National Liberal Party. 
He was elected to the Reichstag 
in 1907 as a candidate of that 
party and became a devoted fol- 
lower of Bassermann, the party’s 
leader and chairman. Ten years 
later, upon Bassermann’s death. 
Stresemann succeeded to his post 
as head of the party. 

Head of People’s Party. 

In 1918 he formed and assumed 
chairmanship of the German Peo- 
ple’s party. 

With the outbreak of the World 
War in 1914 Stresemann, in con- 
trast to his later career as Foreign 
Minister, became an outstanding 
exponent of the annexationist idea

and continued long after the revo- 
lution to be an adherent of the 
monarchist principle. 

Stresemann began to attract’ in- 
ternational attention when in Au- 
gust, 1923, he was chosen chancel- 
lor to succeed Wilhelm Cuno. It 
was t}) m that he greatly relieved 
the tcuvsefiess of the situation in 
the Rubr Valley by substituting his 
policy of reconciliation for that 
of passive resistance, which had 
been inaugurated by his predeces- 
sor. 

Socialists In Cabinet. 

The displeasure which this move 
caused the Nationalists was fur- 
ther aggravated when the new 
Chancellor named three Socialists 
in his Cabinet, asserting “It is im- 
possible to govern in Germany 
without the Social Democrats.”” For 
this move he was severely criti- 
cised by the Nationalists. 

It was only as a matter of po- 
litical -necessity that ‘Stresemann 
took the chancellorship, for it was 
generally known that his ambition 
was to become Foreign Minister. 
That came to pass in November, 


1923, when he accepted that port- | 
folio under Chancellor Marx, who || 


succceded him. 


With the long-looked-for oppor- 


tunity at hand, Stresemann 
plunged into his international pro- 
gram with the idea of eliminating 
those obstacles that were retard- 
ing the re-establishment of eco- 
nomic order and of placing Ger- 
many in the position among the 
nations of the world to which he 
believed his country was entitled. 
The Dawes plan. the security pact 
with France and the Locarno 
treaties were approached in order 
and the will’ of Stresemann pre- 
vailed. 

His leadership was tested to the 
extreme in his plan to have Ger- 
many enter the League of Nations. 
In Germany there was little regard 
for the efficacy of the League; in 
Allied circles there was much dis- 
trust as to the honesty of Ger- 
many’s pacific intentions. The For- 


eign Minister pursued his course 
and by September, 
1926. the election of Germany as 
a member of the League became 
Stresemann headed the

PARIS, Oct. 3.—Aristide Briand, 
French Premier and Foreign Min- 
ister, was grief-stricken today at 
the sudden death of Dr. Strese- 
mann. He telegraphed the French 
Ambassador at Berlin to present 
the condolences of the French 
Government to the German repub- 
lic. "He also sent a telegram of 
personal sympathy to Frau Strese- 
mann, and called at the German 
Embassy to express his deep sense 
of bereavement. Briand and Dr. 
Stresemann were friends and col- 
laborators for years.

Lansing, Mich., Insurance Agent 
Found Dead From Poison 
in Hotel Room. 


William H. Dickson, 32 years old, 
an insurance agent of Lansing, 
Mich., was found dead from poison 
in a room at the Woodbine Annex 
Hotel, £09 Chestnut street, at 4:15 
a. m, today. 

Dickson, who was identified 
through personal papers, registered 
at the hotel Sept. 24 as Dewey 
Dunean, Chicago. Last night he 
asked to be called at 4:15 o’clock 
this morning and it was when a 
bellboy failed to get a response aft- 
er knocking that the body was 
found. 

Dickson left two notes addressed 
to his wife, Viva, residing at Wil- 
liamston, Mich., a suburb of Lan- 
sing, in which he declared he had

Ww. C. Young, super intendent of 
the Lansing office of*the Pruden- 
tial Insurance Co., for whom Dick- 
son worked, said Dickson was 
short $400 in his accounts. Dick- 
son left Lansing Sept. 18, driving 
to Hillsdale, Mich., where he aban- 
doned his automobile and disap- 
peared.

They. in turn, cheered 
lustily as he finally turned and 
started for the door—alone and 
with none of his friends meeting 
him. He was dressed as immacu- 
lately as when he arrived alone in 
a taxicab June 24.

The city of St. Louis is engaged 
in the civic enterprise of conduct- 
ing a public market place, Union 
Market, for the benefit of the 
public. Fifty-five merchants have 


stands there and the customers 
are estimated by the market mas- 


ter to average 4000 daily. Ana- 
lyzed in terms of private business, 


the institution gives the city a re- 
turn of only 1.98 per cent on the 
value of its equity in the property. 

The purpose in establishing the 
market, of course, was to benefit | 
the people and not to make a profit 
for the city, but a recent renewal 


the market is worth while to the 
public makes a study of its finan- 
ces interesting. Some writers in 
the People’s Column of the Post- 
Dispatch have asserted that busi- 
ness was not good at the market, 
but some of the leading merchants 
there and city officials insist it is 
satisfactory to them. 
560,000 Patron Annually. 

George Stoner, market master, 
who said, “The merchants here 
most emphatically are doing con- 
siderably better than holding their 
own,” estimates that 2500 to 3000 
customers visit the establishment 
daily the first five days of the 
week, although it is so big that it 
seldom looks crowded. For about 
geven months a year, he added, the 
average is about 5000 on Saturdays 
and in five winter months it is 
about 15,000. In Stoner’s opinion 
the proportion of transient cus- 
tomer is negligible, the great bulk 
being steady, and he thinks there 
is a slow, regular increase in the 
number of patrons. ¢ 

The market occupies the main 
floor and the city operates a pub- 
lic garage in the three upper floors 
of the building. The garage has 
always done a large business, 

City’s Equity $259,719, 

Viewed in one way, as stated in 
the Post-Dispatch on Sept. 23, the 
city seems to make an average an- 
nual profit of $69,314 on the place. 
That is, in the first three and a 
half years of operation, ending 
with the end of the last fiscal year 
last April, the income from rental 
of market space and car .storage 
in the garage aggregated $561,029 
and operating expenses, not count- 
ing insurance, were $304,607. The 
difference represented gross prof- 
its in that period, insurance being 
paid from a separate general fund 
and interest on bonds used as part 
of the financing of the structure 
from still another fund. 

The city bought the land -——- @ 
block bounded by Broadway, Lu- 
eas avenue, Sixth and Morgan 
streets—63 years ago for $245,000 
but it is assessed now at $565,000, 
the latter figure beirig used a3 a 
conservative guide to the present 
value of the investment in the 
land. The city borrowed $1,000,- 
000 from the public, as part of the 
1923 bond issue, to help pay for 
the building, and took $294,719 
from its general revenue for the 
balance, the total cost being $1,- 
294.719. Its. equity, therefore, is 
$859,719 for land and building, as 
expressed in ordinary business 
terms, : 
Investment and Income. 

Receipts of the market and the 
garage in the last fiscal year were 
$154,012 and operating . expenses 
(including $1782 insurance paid 
from the separate account) were 
$91,976, leaving a net revenue 
of $62,035. Subtracting from this 
the $45,000 in annual interest on 
the $1,000,000 in bonds leaves $17,- 
035 available for return on the in- 
vesatment.. This amounts to 1.98 
per cent of the $853,719 equity. 

Of course, if the city paid taxes 
on the property these would wipe 
out the sum available for return 
and make the market a losing ven- 
ture in the Jight of private business 
practices. Realty taxes on the 
property would amount to $50,410 
a year at the current rate. 

The Comptroller’s accounts do 
not charge the insurance and bond 
interest directly to the market, In- 
surance on all public buildings is 
paid from a central fund taken 
from general revenue, The inter- 
est and the fund for retirement 
of all bonds are provided for by 
a separate tax.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 3.— 
_A pledge of¥ co-operation in the 
Federal Farm Board’s efforts to 
solve the agricultural problem and 
a hope that Congress would evolye 


a banking policy satisfactory to all 
were voiced by John G. bonsdale, 
mew president of the American 
Bankers’ Association in his accept- 
ance address at the annual conven- 
tion here today. 

Lonsdale, who is president of the 
Mercantile-Commerce Bank & 
Trust Co. of St. Louis, was elected 
to the presidency of the associa- 
tion yesterday after serving a3 
first vice president during the past 
year. 

“Our new administration enters 
upon its duties at a time when we 
are in the midst of unparalleled 
prosperity and when economic con- 
ditions appear generally sound,” 
Lonsdale. said. 

Agriculture Basic Problem. 

“Yet prosperity has its problems 


_ one of these, as we all know, 

is agriculture, our basic industry. 
Although conditions surrounding ‘t 
| have improved considerably, it has 
not yet reached a satisfactory stage 
of advancement, when compared 
with other industries. 

“With the Federal Farm Board 
now actively at work, it is my 
earnest hope that the constructive 
steps already taken by it will bear 
gatifying fruit. Believing the 
American Bankers’ iation can 
be of material benefit to the Farm 
Board, I desire to go on record 
here today as pledging it our aid 
and co-operation in every way pos- 
sible. 

“Since agriculture and the coun- 
try bank are inseparably bound to- 
gether, it is apparent that when the 
trials and tribulations that have be- 
set the farmer have been con- 
quered, he problems of the coun- 
try banker largely will be solved 
also. The country banker has been 
confronted with a gigantic task in 
giving financial support to a de- 
pressed industry and he deserves 
endless praise for his courageous 
and sympathetic attitude. 


Hopes for New Bank Policy. 


“There has been a great tide of 
discussion revolving about unit 
banking, group banking and chain 
banking. After all the facts have 
been carefully assembled agd con- 
sidered in an impartial manner, we 
hove to see a banking policy 
evolved by our Congress that will 
smooth out the troubled waters.

If Jockey John Mulrooney, who 
will ride at the Fairmount meet- 
ing. continues to perform to the 
mark he set at the recent River- 


side Park meeting near Kansas 


City, he will doubtless be very much 


sought after. His record is an 
astonishing one. He started riding 
last month and out of 135 mounts 
he accepted at Riverside he won 
on 32, a very high percentage, and 
was out of the money in only 16 
races. 

Good judges of young riders are 
very sanguine as to the lad’s fu- 
ture as they claim he possesses 
something few riders have, now- 
adays—the ability to conserve his 
mount’s reserve for the final, often 
desperate, drive to the finish. 
Rather a rangy lad, he appears to 
weigh more than the 95 pounds he 
scales. He can, however, do 93 
pounds easily at this ‘time. 

He is under contract to.H. C. 
Bechtelheimer, who bought his 
contract from’a far West horse- 
man who had first obtained the 
boy at Calgary, Canada, his home. 
Mulrooney, according to Bechtel- 
heimer, galioped horses for nearly 
two years before riding his first 
race. 

With the scarcity of really good 
apprentice riders at this time, 
Trainer Bechtelheimer will doubt- 
less find it easy to dispose of this 
lad’s contract at a future date 
should he further progress as a 
rider.

VEN the makers of football 
E rules are not iafallible—or, 

maybe, it was the printer. ‘At 
any rate, section 8 of rule.23 in 
the 1929 book has had to. be 
changed. As it appears. in the 
book, this seclion begins, “If a foul 
that does not involve change of pos- 
session of the ball is committed be- 
hind the opponents’ goal-line by the 
side which put the ball in play.” 
and goes on to designate the pen- 
alty. 

The amended rule reads, “If a 

foul that dots not involve posses- 
sion of the ball is committed be- 
hind IT'S goal-line by the side which 
DID NOT put the ball in play” an‘ 
continues to its conclusion.

@ special weekly commutation rate 
of 12 rides for 90 cents and addi- 
tional rides in the week at 5 cents. 
About 40 per cent of all riders 
pay the 10-cent rate. 

The direct cost borne by the 
car riders in these proceedings, 
$400,900, is the company’s expenses 
of conducting its various applica- 
tions before the commission, in- 
cluding payments to lawyers and 
to valuation engineers and account- 
ing experts. It is the added oper- 
ating expense the car riders have 
had to pay. It does not include 
the increase in fares or the ex- 
penses of the city in opposing the 
company’s claims. 

The first increase in tertiies from 
the 5-cent rate fixed in the fran- 
chise was made in 1918, shortly 
after the commission had ruled it 
had jurisdiction over fares, and 
after the Missouri Supreme Court 
had upheid this ruling. The fare 
then granted was 6 cents, and the 
company was given a rate base 
valuation of $52,800,000. . 

In 1919 the company. then the 


United Railways, went into receiv- 
ership and in 1220 on the com- 
pany’s continued claim of inade- 
quate revenue the commissioa 
raised the fare to 7 cents for adults 
and 3 cents for children. The val- 
uation was revised to $51,781,348 
for property then in the public 
service. 

The Rext step for higher fares 
was taken in June, 192 when the 
company asked for a fare of 8 


cents. After the company had ap- 
plied to the Federal Courts in the 
effort to avoid delay in putting 
this schedule into effect, but with 
only temporary success, the com- 
mission permitted the proposed 
rates to become effective early in 
July, 1927. Meanwhile the com- 
mission retained jurisdiction of the 
case and continnued its valuation 
proceedings, although tentatively 
fixing the valuation at $52,024,- 
192. 

The Public Service Co., present 
owner of the property, took pos- 
session Dec. 1. 1927. having pur- 
chased the system at the receiver’s 
sale for $49,100,000. The new own- 
ers revived and pushed the valu- 
ation proceedings, claiming the 
property was worth at least $1400,- 
000.000 on the reproduction new 
basis and at least $75.000.000 on 
any other theory of valuation. The 
city contended the value did not 
exceed $53,000,000. 

The commission gave the com- 
pany a valuation of $63,500,000 for 
its operating property, or a total of 
$66,000,000, as of Jan 1, 1927, and 
allowed it to charge an 8-cent fare 
beginning July 1, 1928. 

Before a year was up the com- 
pany was back with a proposal to 
make the rate 10 cents rash ocr 
four tickets or tokens, for 35 cents 
beginning Aug. 1, 1929.

MOSCOW, Oct. 3. — The Soviet 


Government, proud of what has 
been accomplished toward the up- 
building of Russia in the, five year 
program to industrialize the coun- 
try, is entering the second year of 
the plan with confidence that the 
nation’s industry is on the up 
grade. 

An official statement of progress 
made during the first year, just 
given out here, says that while pro- 
duction during the period totaled 
more than $11,500,000,000 it will

Severe Self-Criticism Needed. 


“Our success in building up So- 
cialism grows,’’ said V. M. Molo- 
toff, secretary of Josef.Stalin, Rus- 
sia’s dictator. “But we should be 
neither satisfied nor restful. Only 
under severe self-critcism can the 
Soviet develop its welfare.” 

The results achieved in the first 
year of the industrialization plan’s 
operation have given supporters of 
the Stalin administration an  op- 
portunity to emphasize that op- 
ponents of Stalin’s program, un- 
derstimated the country’s 
tialities for development. 

Soviet economists say that 
inflation has no effect upon the So- 
viet money market, even though 
during the fiscal year just ended 
the Soviet ‘as printed 317,000,000 
more ruoles than was anticipated.

A Bathing Beach for Forest Park. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HILE the discussion is on about the 


disposal of the southeast corner of 
Forest Park, why is not this a good so- 
lution? Turn it into a lake for bathing 
beach purposes. With the proper grad- 
ing of the’site, a few carloads or train- 
loads of sand from the Mississippi River 
for beaches, a water supply and a drain 
into the new conduit, this could be done 
at no great expense. 

It would provide an attraction that 
the park has not at this time, and would 
provide entertainment for more people 
than any other use to which it could 
be put.

’ THE “FLEXIBLE” TARIFF. 

‘The flexible clause in the fariff bill, which the 
Senate has defeated over Mr. Hoover's head by a co- 
alition of Democrats and insurgent Republicans, was 
nothing better than a proposal! to transfer an impor- 
tant taxing power, from Congress to the President. 
That is to say, it was another attempt to modify the 
fundamental st~ucture of the Government without the 


| formality of changing the Constitution. The. tariff is 
a tax. If there is any power in a republic which be- | 


longs peculiarly to the legislative branch of the Gov- 
ernment it is the power to levy taxes. This forms one 
of the clearest distinctions between republics and 


| monarchies. 


Because the ccaiiabe Court held in the Hampton 
case that the flexible clause of the tariff act of 1922 
was constitutional, it has been hastily assumed in 
some quarters that the legality of the principle of 
flexibility is no longer open to question.. Such a con- 
clusion is unwarranted, either in Ypractice or by the 
facts in this,case. On the contrary, as Senator Wag: 
ner of New York pointed out Tuesday, there is very 
good ground for believing that the Supreme Court 
would reverse Itself if the issue were presented again. 
The law of 1922 assumed certain things to be true, 
and the court took the law at its face value in making 
its decision. Since then experience has demonstrated 
that the assumptions were erroneous. For example, 
the law assumed there are definite production costs 
for all commodities, and that these costs can be ac- 
curately ascertained by the Tariff Commission. The 
experience of the last seven years has shown that the 
costs vary widely, and that in virtually every impor- 
tant commodity investigated by the commission its 
members have disagreed on the costs. The Supreme 
Court held in the Hampton case that under the law 
the President was merely empowered to act on an 
undisputed set of facts. It is obvious seven years 
later that the court was mistaken, and there is no 
reason for disputing Senator Wagner’s opinion that 
the court would correct its mistake if given an oppor- 
tunity. It would be no novelty in the history of the 
court. 

The argument for flexibility is simple—too sim- 
ple, alas. It is that tariff revision would be more 
“efficient” under the President than under Congress. 


| This, of course, is an argument for dictatorship. No 
‘| doubt one man with absolute power can govern a Na- 
‘| tion more “efficiently” than an assembly of men with 


limited powers and conflicting opinions, provided 
that man is always wise and benevolent. But after 
a good many trials the pecplesof the earth generally 
have decided that it is better to endure the defects 
and inefficiencies of popular government than to 
take the chance of giving absolute power to one man 
who may turn out to be wicked or unwise. And ex- 
perience has justified that decision. 

It is difficult to understand how Mr. Hoover could 
support the provision in the present bill. True, he is 


delays and inefficiencies of representative govern- 
ment. Nevertheless, on this particular question he 
has declared himself with great vigor and distinct- 
ness in favor of the relatively slow and cumbersome 
process which is provided by the Constitution: Fol- 
lowing Gov. Smith’s tariff speech at Louisville during 
the last campaign, in which he advocated strengthen- 
ing the Tariff Commission and making it a nonpar- 
tisan body, Mr. Hoover replied at Boston in the fol- 
lowing robust language: 

The Tariff Commission is a most valuable arm 
of the Government. It can be strengthened and 
made more useful in many ways. But the Ameri- 
can people will never consent to delegating au- 
thority over the tdriff to any commission, 
whether nonpartisan or bipartisan. Our people 
have the right to express themselves at the bal- 
lot on so vital a question as this. There is only 
one commission upon which delegation of that 
authority can be made. That is the great com- 
mission of their oWn choosing—the Congress of 
the United States and.the President. 

As a matter of fact, Gov. Smith had not advocatcd 
the delegation of .tariff-making power to the Tariff 
Commission—Mr. Hoover quite evidently misunder- 
stood him. .But Mr. Hoover gave utlerance to a 
sound principle ‘when he said that the power should 
remain where the founders of the Government had 
placed it. That he should have abandoned it so soon 
is astonishing. The proposal which he now supports 
is more revolutionary than that which he mistakenly 
accused Gov. Smith of advocating. It is not surpris- 
ing that the Senate has rebuked him. 

There is no more reason why the President should 
levy import taxes than that he should levy income 
taxes. That power does not belong to any one man 
nor to any commission. It belongs, as Mr. Hoover 
said at Boston, to the Congress of the United States 
and the President. We congratulate the Senate. 
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MR, McNAB’S JOB.

He 
will need that insignium of prowess and every other 
scrap of assistance he can rake, scrape, beg, borrow 
or steal.

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“BUILDING FOR STORM SAFETY. 

When the tropical hurricane changed its course 
and missed Miami, Fla., that city was immensely 
relieved and also a little disappointed, one infers from 
the dispatches. The city has been rebuilt since the 
destructive storm of 1926, substantial hurricane-proof 
houses replacing flimsy structures, and it would 
have been rather interested in a test, of their strength. 
‘Miami learned from its catastrophe a lesson not al- 
ways impressed on other cities after similar expert- 
ences. Buildings which are normally useful and safe 
become death traps when a destructive wind comes 
along. Miami, in rebuilding, used mortar reinforced 
by steel. Most of her flimsy buildings were wiped 


out by the hurricane of 1926, but it was notable that

raed ROCKETS: NEW STYLE. 

at Frankfort-on-Main recently Fritz von Opel made 
the world's first flight in a rocket-propelled plane. He 
flew a little more than a mile at an altitude of 250 
feet and landed with the aid of a r¢verse rocket, act- 
ing as a brake. The plane weighs 550 pounds, plus 
110 pounds in rockets. Last year at the Opel works a 
rocket automobile was built and tested. At the rear of 
the car were arranged 12 large tubes in the form 
lofa rectangle. Within eight seconds of starting, gases 
exploding from these tubes projected the car to a 
speed of more than 60 miles an hour. 

While the application of rocket-propulsion to man- 
driven vehicles is something new under the sun, the 
principle has long been used for carrying life-saving 
lines, military projectiles and ornamental fireworks. 


‘The new German liner, Bremen, has four _ rocket 


pistols which permit the shooting and landing of 
ropes. As long ago as 1826 the British established 
rocket stations on-the Isle of Wight by which ropes 
could be thrown to distressed ships. When a Yocket 


of greater range was invented in 1855 by joining two 


rockets so that one was ignited as the other burned 
out, the rocket, principle was adopted officially by 
the British. The Encyclopedia Britannica is author- 
ity for the statement that line-carrying rockets have 
been instrumental since 1870 in saving 12,000 lives. 
Rockets were used for artillery purposes in the Na- 
poléonic wars. Ships fitted to fire salvos of rockets 
did considerable damage to Boulogne in 1806. Rock- 


ets were used effectively at Leipsic and at Waterloo. . 


Great advances in artillery instruments rendered 
rockets obsolete for firing incendiary or explosive 
charges by the end of the nineteenth century, but re- 
cent development of the principle may again make 
rockets useful in war. Opel thinks they can be used 
with deadly accuracy against aircraft and that it will 
soon be possible to use them to produce smoke screens 
large enough to throw an impenetrable veil over the 
city of New York within two minutes. 

Opel claims that powder rockets can now be made 
powerful enough to hurl a loaded motor truck 
through the air. In the meantime Opel’s co-worker, 
Prof. Sander, has invented a liquid rocket with which 
he expects to revolutionize present notions of travel 
and speed. Opel’s ambition is to span the English 
Channel with a plane propelled by liquid rockets. It 
was only 20 years ago that Bleriot ushered in the air 
age by flying a motor-driven airplane over the 
channel. 

Prof. Goddard of Clark University Is perhaps the 
leading American expert on rocket propulsion. He 
did the pioneer work on the use of the exhaust of 4 
rocket to propel a body, and what he thinks of its 
possibilities may be gauged by the fact that in 1918 
he submitted data which tended to prove that with 
rockets a man can fly to the moon.

The difference is that in Detroit the public interest 
is the sole consideration, while in St. Louis a fran- 
chise required by people exploiting the street railway 
is all the idea the Transportation Survey Commission 
has had to date. 


ANOTHER ORPHAN FOR PRESIDENT. 

John G. Lonsdale, president of the Mercantile Com- 
merce Bank and Trust Co. of St. Louis, has become 
also president of the American Bankers’ Association, 
which is in session this week at San Francisco. 

St. Louis congratulates Mr. Lonsdale, whose rise 
to eminence in the banking world is little short of ro- 
mantic. Like Mr. Hoover, he was an orphan, a fact 
which sometimes makes us wonder if the careers of 
most boys are not prejudiced by their parents. 

At any rate, this St. Louis banker, now honored by 
the national body, was a Memphis orphan at 6 years 
of age. He was 18 when he started his business ca: 
reer as a clerk in his uncle’s real estate office in Hot 
Springs, Ark. He was an eminent figure in South- 
western banking and railroad circles by 1915, when 
he was brought to St. Louis to become president 
of the National Bank of Commerce. When the Com- 
merce consolidated a few months ago with the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co., Mr. Lonsdale became president of 
this great consolidated bank.

Silly as all this sounds in a 
sketch, it can give no notion of the 
play’s silliner: when read.

The origin in the "Thirties and 
’Forties of the term “Dixie,” as ap- 
plied to that part of the United 
States lying to the south of the 
Mason-Dixon line. is explained as 
follows by Garnett Laidlaw Eskew 
in his “The Pageant of the Pack- 
ets”: 

Up the river on the steamboats 
came the $10 notes. For all steam- 
boat men when in New Orleans did 
their banking at the Banque des 
Citoyens. They were printed. these 
$10 notes, in English on one side 
and in French on the other, for 
the convenience of both the Creoles 
and Anglo-Saxons. In large letters 
on the back of each note was en- 
graved “DIX,” the French word for 
10. You could see the dix before 
you saw the note, if wag said. 

“A dix note is always good,” re- 
marked a steamboat mate in Cin- 
cinnati, counting his pay money. 

“You're right,” responded the 
clerk. “A ‘dixie’ is bon-bon, as 
these French fellows say down 
South.” 

Uniettered as they were. they 
pronounced dix as it was spelled. 
The town where the “dixies” came 
from they called “Dixie’s Land.” 

“I'm going down the river after 
dixies,” said the flatboat man, of 
whom there were still a goodly 
number on the rivers as late as 
18590. 

“I bought this horse down in the 
dixie country,” remarked a traveler 
on. the wharf at Louisville. 

As time went on and the section- 
al homogeneity of the Southern 
people became more manifest, what 
with the darkening of the war 
clouds, the term “Dixie’s Land’”’ 
came gradually to be applied to 
the whole section in which the 
dixies had the largest circulation. 
From there on, a step oniy was 
needed to extend the borders until 
it embraced all the United States 
territory south of the Mason-Dixon 
line.

NE of the fundamentals of 

successf"] bulb culture is that 

animal manure must not be 
used in the preparation of the soil 
unless it is applied long enough 
before the bulbs are planted to 
zllow is to become thoroughly de- 
cayed., Jid, well rotted manure 
may be em_loyed if it is dug into 
the ground deeply but to be on the 
safe side, use no animal manure 
at all in preparing the beds at the 
time of planting... Dig the soil 
deeply and pulverize well. If it is 
in need of humus, peat moss may 
be dug in. 
The standard and safe fertilizer 
for bulbs is bone meal. To be ef- 
fective this should be dug into the 
soil under the bul and a dressing 
may be raked into the surface of 
the soil aftor planting. For daffo- 
Cils a dressing oi muriate of pot- 
ash is excellent scattered over the 
bed in much the same manner 
that nitrate of soda would be ap- 
plied. Balanced commercial fer- 
tilizers nay be used safely and 
with benefit if directions supplied 
by the manufacturers gare fol- 
lowed. 
Observe carefully the directions 
given in -atalogues @f reliable 
houses us to the depth of planting 
and estimate the depth from the 
shoulder of the bulb, not from its 
tip. If the sei) is heavy and ere 
is any question about its drainage.

PREPARING SOIL FOR BULBS 


plant the bulb on a cushion of sand 
so that .vatcr may not accumulate 
about its tase. Also, in planting 
observe the distances apart recom- 
mended by authorities which are 
given in the catalogues. The ; 
have been figured out by careful 
experiment as to the root area 
necessary for the bulb to produce 
the best results. Tulips should go 
five inc .es apart for the single 
earlies, and six inches apart for 
the late tyres. Narcissi are best 
at eight inche. as they make a 
much larger root system. The smalli 
bulbs may »e tucked in an inch 
apart for r ass display. Hyacinths 
need eight inches apart to be — 
their best. . 

It is best to plant the bulbs at 
the proper ‘epth and refrain from 
mulching except in case of hya- 
cinths which are such early risers 


that a light mulch ts advisable to- 


protect them from early rains and 
freezes. 
heavy, it is oest to plant the tulips 
in raised Leds so that the bulb 
when planted wil] be near the nor- 
mal level of the soil. The tulip 
needs a arm summer ripening 
and deteriorates in cold. heavy soil.

They arrived. and 
every time your car stopred at a 
traffic iight in Beverly Hills you 
could hear a voice: “Now say ‘Ah. 
Try it agein—Ah —very deep and 
with feeling.” .

HE reason for this vocal revo- 
i ution is curious: For years the 

fan public had known about 
doubles and took them as a matter 
of course. That is, doubles used in 
hazardous parts. 

“I don’t blame Lily La Glue for 
using a double when she jumps off 
the Washington Monument,” said 
Mrs, Fan Public. “I'd do the same 
thing myself, ’deed I would.” 

But when Mrs. Fan Public found 
that singing and playing doubles 
were being palmed off on her, it 
made her mad. Although she 
could not quite put it into words, 
there was a moral chasm between 
having a double for a dangerous 
feat and one for striking high C. 
and she went right down to the 
Bijou and told the manager so: 

And that’s the reason that Hol- 
lywood is going slow on doubles 
at the present writing. Voice dou- 
bles are now on the wane and it 


is predicted that soen they will go 
to join the three-toed diplodocus. 
But it was a rich field while the 
gold rush tasted. It made the 
Kliondyke seem like a pocket. 
Doubles, doubles everywhere. and 
nothing to do but be a Voice. Some 
of them received $500 a week and 
had to be there only when they 
were needed to be vocal. The job 
was as soft as a fresh marshmeli- 
iow. Sonmie of them were _ radio 
singers. One was a musician in a 
Hollywood theater orchestra, and 
as soon as they were through with 
his voice he would dash off to the 
theater, pop through the orchestra 
hole and begin to saw away at $100 
more a week. 
* * e 
LL is not as easy as it sounds 
A» voice doubling. For there is 
the director. who carries a 
pack of fagots on his back. One 
reason is that sounds are contrary 
mules and don’t do what they 
should. For instance, the simple 
thing of popping a champagne 
cork is a trouble maker. It costs 
even more to pop one on a studio 
sound stage than it does in a night 


club: for when a champagne cork 


is popped at its normal powers it 
sounds, when passed through the 
sound track, like a Chicago gun- 
man practicing in a rain barrel. 

The problem was solved neatly, 
for one of the directors of Holly- 
wood had spent a great deal of 
study on champagne corks both in 
Hollywood and in Paris, where the 
scene was supposed to be taken. 
He called Props. 

“a darning needle, please.” 

When the needle arrived it was 
pushed through the cork and aft- 
er a little experimenting the cham- 
pagne cork came out with its fire 
timed but its contents intact. 

Another item that causes gray 
hairs along Sunset boulevard is 
the matter of pouring liquids into 
glasses. Champagne, for instance. 
Gurgle, gurgie. For some reason 
or other the sound makes an audi- 
ence laugh. Even if the bottle 
houses nothing more sought after 
than beer, it has the same titter- 
ing effect. So now the directors 
get around it by having the waiter 
partly turn his back to the camera 
and ease it down the side of the 
giass. . 

Glasses cause no end of trouble 
in a sound studio. One of the prob- 
lems that come and hang over a 
director's bed at night is how to 
get an actor to set a glass down 
on a table properly. Not in a 
way to satisfy Emily Post, for that 
has been learned long ago, but to 
set it down so that it will not 
knock unsuspecting people out of 
their seats. If it is done as one 
would ordinarily do it. say on @ 
Bickford lunch chair, it sounds as 
if there had been an explosion. 

The directors now get around 
this in a clever way. They have a 
felt pad put on top of the table 


and it is mahoganized to look ex; | 


actly like the table iteelf, and then 


when the glass is put down nobody | 


is catapulted into the aisle. 

Another example of the vagaries 
of the watchful mike is what hap- 
pens when a detective enters. Thv 
detective is a solidly built man; he 
walks with decision; but all is not 
well with the world and God is not 
in the monitor room. The creak 
of his shoes sounds like something 
wrong at Inchcape Rock. And s0 
down goes a floor of felt, and an- 
other catastrophe is averted. 

A further revolution which the 
talkies have brought to Hollywoo4 
is the mood and the manner of the 
kiss, for be it understood that 
kiswes are not what they were a 
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year ago. There is a strange bit 
of psychology mixed up in this 
token of mutual affection A kiss 
is a kiss tn the silent druina. but 
in the talkies it is a laugh, for 
audiences insist, when they hear a 
noise at this climactic moment, on 
bursting into merriment. it makes 
no difference how serious the love 
scene, if the kiss goes “whack” the 
audience goes “‘tee-hee.” And now 
the kisses in Hollywood are as si- 
lent as a sunrise on a picture post- 
card.
